“It seerned to us that this change in 
the Bell rate could only have been made 
to meet competition. If the old Bell 
rate was just, then this was an im- 
proper way to meet competition. If the 
old Bell rate was unjust, then Bell sut: 
scribers have been paying an exorbitant 
price for service for about twenty-five 
years. 

“Our rates are fixed on a cost basis, 
to allow us a reasonable return on cur 
investment. We can’t cut the rate and 
don’t expect to.”’ 

Deniex Discrimination. 

Cyrus P. Walbridge, president of 
the Bell company, when told of Mr. 
Reber’s statement, said the company 
had decided to withhold an announce- 
ment until late Tuesday or Wednes- 
aay. 

“I will say.” he said, “that when our 

rates are published, this afternoon or 
tomorrow, there will be no discrimin- 
ation between our subscribers. Mr. 
Reber apparently intends to convey 
the impression that we are making 
fish of some and fowl of others, but 
that is not true. The old subscrib- 
ers and the new will pay on exactly 
the same basis. 
“Tt is true that we have been do- 
ing some experimental work, but we 
had nothing to disguise, and nothing 
to conceal. We have only waited un- 
til we saw the outcome of this experi- 
mental work before announcing our 
new rates.” 

The Kinloch advertisement, which re- 
fers to the Bell company only as “the 
enemy,” calls on its subscribers to re- 
fuse to sign the contracts offered by

Philip Haberman, Who Shot 
Woman and Self, Was lIg- 
norant Eight Years. —

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 17.—Mrs. Philip 


Haberman, whom her husband wounded 
in a revolver duel before killing him- 


self because of his discovery ‘that she 
had negro blood, will find herself for- 
saken by her former friends if she 
recovers. 

Though the facts about his wife's par- 
entage were learned by Haberman only 
a few days ago, scores of their ac- 
quaintances had known for years that 
she was not of pure white descent. 
Because of her wealth and social prom: 
inence, these persons had not sought 
more defin@e information, and had over- 
looked the African strain in her an- 
cestry. By common consent, the mats 
ter had been kept from the husband's 
knowledge. 

But now that the tragedy at the coun- 
try home near Columbus has revealed 
the secret to the world, the former 
friends of Mrs. Haberman have chosen 
to abandon her. 

Friends Desert Wounded Woman, 

Even the nearest neighbors have 
shunned the handsome home where the 
wounded woman lies unconscious. Po- 
licemen have taken charge vf the 
house. The 7-year-old boy is in a private 
schoo] at Conneaut, O, 

The .body of tne husband and father, 
unclaimed by anyone: here, was sent to 
Duquesne, Pa., yestergay afternoon for 
burial. , 

Mrs. Haberman’s stepmother, a white 
woman, with whom she quarreled over 
her father's $200,000 estate, is now at an 
Eastern summer resort. 

The bullet which he fired into Mrs 
Haberman’s brain is still imbedded 
there, and an attempt to remove it will 
be made as soon as the surgeons deem 
it safe. 

Mrs. Haberman’s father was a 
wealthy \expressman and she was an 
octoroon, who passed, in white circles, 
as a dark brunette. Her husband's dis- 
covery of the secret of her ancestry 
seemed to craze him. In an interval of 
consciousness after the shooting, she 
said money matters also had a part in 
their quarrel. 

Mrs. Haberman says her husband de- 
manded $1000 from her Saturday mern- 
ing before he began shooting. He had 
forced his way into the house and when 
he began shooting Mrs. Haberman, who 
bad seized a revolver, returned his 
shots. 

The duel was continued in the yard 
until Mrs. Haberman fell wounded in 
the leg.. Haberman was not hit by 
her bullets. He kicked her after she 
fell and then shot her twice in the 
head.

Does Not Know His Age. 

“T don’t know my own age, but I 
think I'm about 19 or 2,”’ Richards said. 
“T came to St. Louis about 1895 or 1896. 
I don’t know where I was born nor who 
my mother was, nor what my real name 
is. Richards is just a name I selected 
for myself because I didn’t have any 
other. 

“IT have a vague recollection of going 
from Buffalo, N. Y., to Chicago as a 
wery smal] boy. There were dozens of 
other children on the train, it seems 
to me, but I don’t remember or didn’t 
know at the time why we were going. 
A man had us in his care. 

“At the depot in Chicgo I was turned 
over to the woman who afterwards put 
lyé on my arm and leg.

GALVESTON, Tex., Aug. 17.—Mosqui- 


toes with bills so long that Texas 6x- 
perts think they are a new species’ of 
the pest, have. declared war on the 
Texas coast territory and their armies 


sweeping over the country have driven 
passengers from trains, workmen from 
the fields and have killed scores of cat- 
tle. ' 

The mosquito armies first appeared 
three days ago. Gulf breezes failed to 
blow them away and now thousands 
of barrels of ofl and carbolic acid are 
being spread in sloughs and other breed- 
ing places in the effort to exterminate 
them. 

The insects seem to have a particular 
enmity against passengers on railroad 
trains. They have forced women to 
wrap their heads in their skirts and 
have driven men and children to\ hide 
under the seats. On several roads trav- 
el is practically suspended. 


Have Invaded Oil Fields, 

With gloved hands, high boots and 
heads wrapped in netting and, cloths, 
laborers in the flelds have attémpted 
to work, but the mosquitoes in dense 
swarms attack animals and men and 
drive them to shelter indoors. | 

Cattle travel for ‘miles to ponds and 
ravines and lakes to stand neck high in 
the water and free themselves from the 
pests, many Of the cattle seeking relief 


‘in bodies of salt water,..which they 


cannot drink, refuse to come ashore for 
food or water. 

A strange feature of the new pest is 
that the oil fields are not free from 
them and that in several places work 
has been suspended for hours at a time. 
Heretofore the ofl fields have been free 
from mosquitoes, the strong odor driv- 
ing them away and tue crude petroleum 
sprinkled on the surface of the water at 
breeding places killing the larvae, but 
these vicious insects now in possession 
of the coast country have invaded the 
oil fields and driven men from the 
pumps and the oil tanks filled with mil- 
lions of gallons of oil.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—In opposing 
a plea for a reduction of the $50,000 
bond under which Donald L. Persch, a 
note @roker, is being held on a grand 
larceny indictment, District Attorney 
Jerome today declared his belief that the 
wrongful sale of Heinze mining stock 
collateral, in which Persch is alleged to 
have figured, was but one of the rami- 


*| fications of a conspiracy in which ‘‘Men 


in high fimrance’’ had ‘‘combined to crush 
@ rival.” 

Persch was arraigned to plead to the 
indictment, which charges him with hav- 
ing procured from the Windsor Trust 
Co., and sold, about $100,000 worth of 
mining stock which M. M. ‘Joyce, a 
broker, who ftequently acts for F. Au- 
gustus Heinze, had deposited as col- 
lateral for a loan negotiated through the 
trust company. hi 

In arguing for a reduction of bail, 
John F. McIntyre, Persch’s attorney, 
declared that Persch had been “a cats- 
paw in the hands of wiser and more 
experienced men.”’ 

Would Cousider—If Persch Tells, 

Persch’s attorney was unable to get’ 
the Court to consent to the reduction 
of bail. Mr. Jerome said that if before 
Monday Persch should decided to tell 
the District’s Attorney’s office the en- 
tire facts concerning the transaction, in 
which it was claimed he was “an instru- 
ment in the hands of dishonest people,’ 
the District Attorney would be glad to 
consider the reduction of bail. 

John Alvin Young, president of the 
Windsor’ Trust Co., will have a chance 
today to explain to the executive com- 
mittee of the board of directors just how 
the big financial institution came to be 
used as a ‘‘turning joint’’ by a gang of 
swindlers in the transaction by which 
the trust company went through the 
form. of lending $60,000 to Matthew M.

At the end of a passionate attach- 

ment, which lasted just three weeks, 
the period of time covered in Elinor 
Giyn's novel, Mrs. Edna Kins, married 
‘woman, and Harry C. Harrell, were 
found lying side by side on the 
floor of the woman’s room with bullet 
Wounds in their heads and a revolver 
lying between them. 
Mrs. King was dead. Harrell is at 
the City Hospital, supposed to be dying. 
Tuesday be was unable to make a state- 
ment which might clear up the mystery 
‘as to whether he and Mrs. King en- 
tered into a sulcide pact or both shots 
were fired by the same hand. 

Richard Vaughan, the foreman for 
whom Harrell worked, said Tuesday 
that he could suggest a possible motive 
which might have caused Harrell to 
shoot Mrs. King. He said that Harrell 
140id him a week ago that Mrs. King had 
received a letter from her husband, and 
that she had made up her mind to be- 
come reconciled to her husband and go 
tm New Orleans to meet him. ‘ 

Vaughan says that Harrell told him 
he “would do most anything’’ to pre- 
vent Mrs. King from going back to her 
husband. 

The dead woman and the seemingly 
dying man were found lying on their 
backs in the rear second floor room at 
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cable message from the deserted hus- 
band that caused their detention here 
when they arrived Sunday. 

Grohman, a stalwart youth of 23, 
stood by her side, with heightened col- 
or, as the girl confessed her love for 
him and told how her parents had 
forced her into a marriage with the 
banker, who is many years her senior.

The letter addressed to her husband, 
W. R. King, read:

Bill, I wish I could see 
you; I have got something to teil 
you, but I guess I never can see you. 
I wish you would come up and see 
me when I am laid out cold.

The policeman must not only be sure 
that the man is drunk, but must also 
be convinced that he was drunk when 
he went into the saloon. Evidence that 
he is drunk when he comes out will not 
be sufficient ground on which to arrest 


,the bartender. 


Dictionaries Indefinite 
Regarding Intoxication. 

T was natural for the policemen to 
turn to the dictionaries. For the 

benefit of those members of the 

force who did not have time to thumb 
the big, wordy books, a clerk at head- 
quarters is busy compiling the accumu- 
lated wisdom of ages on the subject. 
He found, that Webster defines the 
word “‘drunk’’ this way: ‘Intoxicated 
with or as with strong drink; inebri- 
ated; drunken.”’ 
Just three words in this definition 
will be a stumbling block for the con- 
scientious policeman. 
How is he to know whethe:> a man is 
drunk with or ‘“‘as with’ whisky, wine, 
beer or kuemmel? 
If he is only drunk “as with” liquor it 
clearly is not the policeman’s duty to 
arrest the bartender. 
Illustrating his definition of drunk, 
Webster quotes Bacon: “Drunken men 
imagine everything turneth around.” 


Alcohol Not the Only 
Thing That Intoxicates. 

HALL the policeman ask the sa- 
S loon customer if “everything 

turneth around?’ Though he re- 

ceive an affirmative answer, still he 
will not be sure of his ground, for Web- 
ster goes further and says: “For ex- 
ample, alcohol, opium and laughing gas 
are intoxicants.’’ 
How is the policeman to know whether 
the man he is spotting has just come 
from a saloon or a dentist’s office? 
Then, how about that other question 
from George Eliot, ured by Noah Web- 
ster to make things clearer? It goes: 
“Intoxicated with the sound of those 
very bells.”’ 
An over-zealous policeman might well 
accuse a man of being drunk when, in 
fact, he is mefely unduly excited by 
the clanging gong on a passing fire 
engine. 
Looking up the word “‘inebriated” in 
Webster doesn’t help much. The quota- 
tion illustrating the use of the word 
lis: “Preserve him from the inebriation 
of prosperity.”’ 
Is a bartender to be arrested because 
he sells a drink to a man who has just 
discovered that he has enough money 
saved up to buy an automobile? 
“Drunk With the Light 
of Her Wild Blue Eyes.’’ 

HE sentence quoted in the Stand- 
aL ard dictionary to elucidate the 

meaning of drunkenness is equal- 

ly unsatisfying. It is from Owen Mere- 
dith, and reads: “I was drunk with the 
light of heft wild blue eyes.” 
A blond jag like that would be 
poor excuse for arresting an innocent 
drink mixer. 
Then old Cotton Mather comes to the 
bat with this, but it isn’t exactly a 
pinch hit for the puzzled policemen. “A 
drunken man,”’ says Cotton, “‘is in Old 
English as much as to say a. drowned 
man.” But clearly the policeman can- 
not be expected to roll a man on a bar- 
rel to find out whether he be drunk or 
merely drowned.

WANTS BABY HIS 
WIFE GAVE AWAY 


He Has Never Seen Child 
Which Was Taken in Charge 
by Home Society. 


George Orey, who drew No. 4342 in the 
Flathead Reservation land Grawing in 
Idaho last week, is in St. Louis asking 
the State of Missouri to restore to him a 
baby daughter whom he never saw, of 
whose existence he was unaware until 
last Sunday, and whose present where- 
abouts he does not know. 

After learning from his wife that the 
baby was born last October and had 
been placed by her with the Children’s 
Home Society of Missouri for adoption, 
Orey brought habeas corpus proceedings 
before Judge McQuillin, directed against 
the Rev. C. C. Stahmann, superintendent 
of the society, for the recovery of the 
child. Mr. Stahmann is out of the city. 
It is expected that the writ will be 
served when he returns next Monday. 

Orey, who has four other children, 
wants to take his family to Idaho and 
make a home on his claim, which is 
said may be made of considerable value 
by development. The family is from 
Vincennes, Ind., where Orey, a plumber, 
got out of work about a year ago. 

Husband Went to Montana, 

He went to Montana and his wife 
brought her children to St. Louis to live 
with relatives at 1468 Webster avenue. 
The child who figures in the controversy 
was born there Oct. 2.. Orey is said to 
have roughed it in the Northwest, send- 
ing all his spare money to his wife. 
When he won the claim in the iand 
drawing he hastened home to rejoin his 
family and learned of the birth and dis- 
position of the fifth child. 

Vincent McShane, attorney for the 
Children’s Home Society, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that Mrs. Orey took 
the child to the Home at 4427 Margaretta 
avenue May 5. 

“She said she was destitute,’’ contin- 
ued Mr. McShane, ‘‘and could not feed 
or otherwise support the baby. She 
said the child’s father was dead and she 
wanted the society to take the baby and 
find a good home for it. She declared 
she was a widow. She swore to all these 
statements, and the baby was taken by 
the society, which found a good home 
for it. 

Will Not Tell Where Baby Is. 

- “We decline to disclose the name of 
the family that adopted the child or to 
tell where it is. We consider that we 
owe no further duty to the mother, 
after carrying out our agreement to give 
the baby a good home. The persons 
who have the child are much attached 
ta it. Our duty is to them,*and not to 
anybody who may claim to be _ the 
adopted child’s father. 

‘If we should give information as to 
the baby’s whereabouts, excepi upon 
court order, it would cause other good 
families to refrain from adopting chil- 
dren from the Children’s Home Socie- 
a.

If the leak in the 
lungs has been stopped, as the doctors 
hope, nature will assist in further re- 
pair. In this expectation it was said 
at the hospital that chances of recovery 
were no longer desperate. 

Natte was injured last Sunday in a 
runaway. The ‘carriage passed over 
him, breaking several ribs and rupturing 
the lungs. Although he knew he was 
hurt severely, he insisted on being taken 
back to Passaic. His companions made 
haste to get him here. 

When he reached Jersey City the in- 
jured man complained that his arms felt 
as if they were bursting. Examination 
showed they were greatly swollen. His 
face also looked bloated. 

Air Retnznined by Skin. 

The hospital physicians, on removing 
his clothing found the entire body puffed 
out as if it had been inflated with air. 
That, indeed, was the explanation of 
its appearance. The injury had made 
no superficia! break, and as no vent air 
percolated through the punctures in the 
lungs it stayed behind to inflate the 
body. It could not break its confinement 
because the skin remained intact. 

Remedies to mend the broken natural 
bellows were applied continuously Sun- 
day night and yesterday. They brought 
no result for fully 24 hours, the body 
meanwhile steadily gaining in size and 
the inflation involving every part, even 
to the extremities. 

A change for the better rewarded the 
doctors yesterday, when respiration re- 
sumed a normal character. There is no 
way to let out the air by operation, but 
as the body recovers tone the healthy 
blood, it is hoped, will absorb and dis- 
pose of it.

Forget That Baseball War, 
HE American Association is just 
about as apt to undertake to 
break into the big league circuits 
| without permfssion of the Baseball Con» 
i mission as the ant, of legend, would be 
to crowd the elephant. 

Day after day we read of the eager- 
ness of the American Association to don 
its war gear and go out to do battle 
with the big leagues for the privilege of 
entering the—to them—walled cities of 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Pittsburg... 

But desire is not ability, as the fable 
of the frog and the cow tells. We may 
wish to swell up from corner grocery 
store to Standard Oil magnates. But 
as for wishes—well, all beggars are not 
mounted, yet. 

The American Association is not con- 
tent with prosperity. Its clubs are all 
making money this season, probably for 
the first time in years. Theat the money 
iz not mere pin money can be attested 
by the success of the clubs of last year. 
Willlt Gray’s Louisville mine has the 
Anaconda property lost in percentage of 
earnings to capital.® The occasion for 
encroaching on what has long been “big 
league territory,’”’ is therefore mere cu- 
pidity. 


The convincing argument that there 
will be no invasion of this territory is 
at hand in the constitution of the asso- 
ciation which specifies that the circuit 
can be changed solely by a unanimous 
vote. 

Willie Grayson, of St. Louis, now the 
owner of the Louisville club, told me 
that he would never cast his vote for 
an alteration of the circuit unless the 
approval of the baseball authorities 
were given.

.700 means 102 victories and 
46 defeats—a grand record for any club. 
In order to attain such a figure the 
Chicago team, although traveling .660 on 
the season so far, will have to win 40 
more games and can afford to lose only 
11 before the end of the season. This 
means maintaining a percentage of .784 
for the remainder of the season. 

New York, in order to attain. a .70 
percentage, must win 47 games and can 
afford to lose but 8—a percentage of 
.854 for the rest of the year. 

Do you think either club can do it? 
Well, hardly. In the meantime, Pitts- 
burg, which has been above this figure 
the greater part of the season, is play- 
ing on velvet. Pittsburg only has to 
win 35 games and can afford to lose 17

Modest Report Has American 
Association Crowding Into 
Brooklyn and Baltimore. 


NEW YORK. Aug. 17.—Baseball fans 
in the East are considegably interested 
in persistent reports that the American 








Association proposes to become an “‘out- 
law major league circuit,” next year, 
with clubs in Chicago, Louisville, Pitts- 
burg, Indianapolis, Buffalo, Baltimore, 
Brooklyn and eithef Providence or New- 


ark. 

Certain men of wealth in this city 
have been approached, so it is reported 
by “representatives or Havenor of Mil- 
waukee and Tebeau of Louisville and 
Kansas City, who are said to be seeking 
financial backers.

The early strength in the market was 
entirely dissipated during the forenoon, 
sharp recessions being made all along 
the line, the Harriman stocks leading 
the decline. Union Pacific has dropped 
8 points from its hight point of yester- 
day, which is unprecedented since the 
panic days. 

In the industrials Lead and Steel 
common lost % each, Amalgamated %, 
Steel preferred %, People's Gas and 
Railway Steel Springs 1 each, and Con- 
solidated Gas 1% points. Anaconda was 
at parity. 

In the rails section Canadian Pacific 
declined %, Missouri Pacific %, Atchi- 
son % and Illinois Central and North- 
ern Pacific % each. 

B. & O. and B. R. T. receded % each, 
Rock Island common %, Rock Island 
preferred 1, St. Paul 1%, Great Northern, 
New York Central and Pennsylvania 
1% each, Reading, Chicago-Northwest- 
ern and D. & R. G. 1% each: Southern 
Pacific and Wabash preferred, 2 each, 
and Union Pacific 2%. 

The morning ‘“‘tips’’ were for a bull 
market. Trading continues active, the 
total sales to noon aggregating 531,440 
shares.

These gains were considerably reduced 
and in some instances wiped out later 
when profit-taking became general and 
a number of weak spots developed. On- 
tario & Western, Rock Island, Atlantic 
Coast Line, Minneapolis & St. Louis, 
Great Northern Ore certificates, Schloss- 
Sheffield, Republic Steel preferred and 
American Woolen were driven 1 to 1% 
below last night’s close. 

Near 11 o’clock the market was bid 
up again sharply, with Atchison promi- 
nent at a gain of over a point. 

Activity on the bear side of the mar- 
ket and the disposition to take profits 
on bulges caused a sharp decline in 
prices which drove the market well be- 
low yesterday’s closing prices. Union 
Pacific showed an overnight loss of 2 
points.
